power as to confirm theſe Alicnations, 
and this is exprefly determined by the 
infallible Pope Damaſus in the Canon- 
Law. Cauf. 12. 9. 2. C. 20. The Pope 
cannot alienate Lands belonging to the 
Church in any manner, or for any neceſſity 
whatſoever, both the buyer and the ſeller lie 
under an Anathema till they be reſtored, 
fo that any Church-man may oppoſe any ſuch 
Alienations, and again reqmre the Lands 
and Profits ſo alienated. So that here 
we have a full and expreſs Determina- 
tion of the infallible See. And tho in 
anſwer to this it is urgd by Dr. 705n- 
fton, that this Canon 1s with ſmall dif- 
ference publiſhed by Binius in the 
Councils, and fo as ro confine it to the 
fiburbicacy Dioceſs of Rome ; yet thar 
this Anſwer is wholly trivial, will ap-

Clement the Seventh, A.D..1528, gave 


Cardinal Molſey a Power to ſurpreſs 
feveral Monaſteries; he was totransferr 
all rheir Goods and Poſleſſions to his 
Collegiate Church at Windſor, and to 
Kings College in. Cambridge; and when 
the ſame Pope gave the ſame Cardi- 
nal many other Religious Houſes, ir 
was for the endowing Chriſt-Church in 
Oxford, and hisCollege in Ipſwich : And 
to name no more, when Pope Alexan- 
der the Seventh, A. D.. 1656. ſuppresd 
rhe Order of the Fratres. Cruciferi, he 
difpoſed of all their Houſes, Farms and 
Rights to ſich uſes and pious works 
as he thought fit. Yide Bullar. Ludg.

Secondly, Whenthis very Pope was 
attended with the Engliſh Ambafladors

Eid whereas Dr. 76-nfton, p. 173. hath 
theſe words 5; Mr. Fox faith, the Pope 
pubijhed a Bull in frint againſt the reſic- 
ring of Abby-Lands, which Dr. Burnet af- 
firms alſo, Ap. Fol. 403. It is netoriouſly 
tiltc, they borh aſſerting the contrary ; 
Dr. Burn:ts Words in that very place 
are theſe : The Fope in plain terms refu- 
J-d to ratifie whit the Cardiza! had done,and 
foon after ſet our a ſevere Bull, curjins and 
condemnias all that held any Church- 
Lands. 

Syenthly and laſtly, The ſucceeding 
Pop:s have been clear:y of this opinion. 
Pope Pirs the Fourth, who immedi- 
areiv ſacceeded this Paul, confirm'd 
t1e Council of Trent, and therein dam- 
ncd all the detainers of Ckurch-Lands ; 
and tho he was much imporrur'd to 
confirm ſome Alicnations made by the 
King of France to pay the debts of the 
Cropn, yet he abloluely refusd it, F.

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Pauls EB. C. Trent. p. 713. Pope Tn- 
cent the Tenth, firft proteited againſt 
the Aljjenarions of Courch-Linds in Ger- 
many. that were made at the great 
Treaty of Munlter and Cſiavurch, A.D. 
1648. and wiien that would not do, 
by his Bull, i. 26. in the very ſame 
Year, dzmns all choſe raarſhonld dare 
co recain the Church-Lands, and declares 
the Treary void.

fer them not accuſe him, or elſe reſtore 
themſelves. Now whatever opinions 
the Papilts may have of theſe things in 
the time of health, yer I muſt defire 
to remember what the Jefuirs propo- 
fed to Cardinal Pool in Dr. Pary's Days, 
viz. That if he would entourave them in 
England, they did not doubt but that by 
dealing with the Conſciences of thsjs who 
were dying, they ſhould ſoon recover the 
greateſt part of the Goods of the Church. Dr. 
Burnets Hiſt.. Vol. 2. p. 328. Not to 
mention that whenſoever the Regulars 
fhall grow numerous in E:;land, and 
by conſequence burthentfom to the few 
Nobiliry and Gentry of that perſwati- 
on, they will find it neceſſary for them 
ro confent to a Reftirurion- of their 
Lands, that they may ſhare che bur- 
then among others. For ſo vaſt are 
the burthens and payments that that 
Religion brings with it, that it will be 
found ar length an advantagious Bar- 
£410 to part with all the Church Lands 
to indemnitie the reſt. And I am» con- 
fident that the Gentry of England that 
are Papiſts, have found greater bur- 
thens and payments ſince rheir Religi- 
on hath been allow'd, than ever they 
did for the many years it was forbid; 
and this charge muſt daily encreaſe fo 
tong as their Clergy daily grows more 
numerous, and their few Converts arc 
moſt of them of the meancft Rank, 
and ſuch. as want to be provided for : 
And that it's no caſte matter to force 
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Converts, may appear from thatexcel« 
lent Obſervation of the great Empe- 
ror Charles the Fifth, who told Queen 
Mary, That by enleawuring to compel 
others. to his own Religion, he had tired 
and ſpent himſelf in wain, and: purchasd 
nothing by it, but hzs own diſhonour, Card. 

Ref. p. 217: And 
to conelude this Diſcourſe, Had the 
A&@ of Pope Fulivs the Third by his 
Legate Cardinal Pool, in confirming of 
the Alienation of Church. Lands in. Eng- 
land, bcen as vallid as is by ſome pre- 
rended 2 yet what ſhall ſecnre us from 
an At of Reſumption? that very 
Pope after thar prerended grant to Car- 
dinal Pool, publiflyd a Bull, in which 


heexcommunicated all that kept Abby- 


Lands or Church-Lands, Burnets Hilt. 
Vol. 2. p. 399: by which all former 
Grants, had there been any, were can- 
celtd. His Succeſſor, Pope Paul the 
Fourth, retrieved all the Goods and 
Eccleſiaſtical Revenues that had been 
alienated from the Church, ſince the 
time of 7ulzs the Second, and the 
chief Reaſons that are given why the 
Popes may not ſtill proceed to an Act 
of Refurn ption of theſe Lands in Eng- 
land, amount oniy to this, That they 
matt ſtay for a tair Opportunity, when 
it may bc done without diſturbing the 
Peace of the Kingdom. From all 
which irs evident, that the detaining 
of Abby-Lands and other Church-Eands 
from the Monks and Friars, is altoge- 
ther inconſiſtent with che Do@rie 
and Principles of the: Romiſh Religion, 
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
